‘Total confrontation with Israel’ 


Sadat takes over 
Egyptian Premiership 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday announced that he has 
assumed the Premiership of hig 
country. Egypt is now entering an 
era of “total confrontation” with 
Israel, he said. 

The Egyptian President announced 
his move in a nation-wide speech 
which he broadcast shortly atter a 
two-hour meeting with some 600 
political leaders, including his top 
aides, Parliament and the Centret 
Committee of Egypt's only political 
party, the Arab Socialist Union. 

A Cairo radio correspondent said 
last night that Sadat will head a 
new government to be formed today. 
The radio gave no hint on the 
structure of the new administra- 
Hon, but it indicated that the out- 
going cabinet of Premier Aziz Sic- 
ky had been radically reshuffled. 
Deputy Premier and Minister of In- 
formation Abdul-Kader Hatem is 
seen likely to assume 8 more im- 
portant post. The Ministers of War 
and Interior, General Ahmed Ismail 
Aly and Mamdouh Salem were 
likely to retain thelr posts. 

The radio noted that among the 
people Sadat has been in contact 
with are two army generals who 
were likely to be included in the 
new Cabinet: Ahmed Abdul-Fattah, 
“in charge of preparing Egypt for 
war," and Ahmed Thabet, in charge 
of army supplies. 


Sadat's dramatic take overof the 
Cabinet was made offictal yesterday 
Morning when the President told 
the gathering of Egypt's political 
jeaders that he was heading to- 
wards getting the Middle East si- 
tuation moving “militarily.” 

The President said his recent 
diplomatic contacts over the Mid- 
dle Nast crisis with the outside 
world had led him to the conclu- 
sion that the battle with Israel 
could no longer be delayed, ν᾿ 

He warned his listeners that a 
future military adventure would re- 
quire costly sacrifices, adding that 
there was no alternative to a total 
confrontation with Israel with all 


“its risks. 


Sadat reiterated that his country 
was determined not to concede one 
inch of its territory nor would it 
bargain on “the rights of the Pales- 
tinian people.” He further reasserted 
that Egypt would not agree to any 
form of negotiations with Israel. 

However, Egypt would continue 
with its Middle Bast diplomatic con- 
tacts with the outside world, Sadat 
sald, adding that such contacts “can 
be done before, during and after 
the battle.” 

In a review of Egypt’s recent 
diplomatic contacts with the Big 
Powers, Sadat said he had told 
them 8}} that the Middle East situ- 
ation was about to explode.

Illiterate woman 


| didn’t have to pay 


her rates twice

An Hiterate Yemenite woman 
who was asked to pay the Arnona 
rates she had already paid, an Arab 
homeowner whose driveway was 
blocked by barbed wire from an 
adjacent army camp, and a crippled 
war veteran who shad difficulty find- 
ing parking space within easy waik- 
ing distance of his home were among 
the 843 Jerusalem residents who ap- 
peaied to the Municipal Ombudsman 
in 1972. 

Their cases are outlined in the 
annual report of the Ombudsman, 
Shlomo Kadar, released today. 

Mr. Kadar found that 56 per cent 
of the complaints registered with 
him were justified. The largest num- 
ber of complaints against a single 
Municipal agency — 50 — were k- 
velled at the Building Inspection 
branch of the Municipal En- 
Sineers Department. While many of 
the complaints might seem marginal 
in the context of the enormous 
building activity In the city, Mr. 
Kadar said, to the citizen making 
the complaint they were not mar- 
ginal. faster and more efficient 
handling of these complaints, he 
said, would do much to remove the 
feeling of frustration and helpless- 
ness the citizen is often subject to 
(see below.) 

Noting complaints about parking 
meters in the centre of town, he 
said the reliability of the machines 
was doubtful and that many citi- 
zens who had put in the required 
coinage were “betrayed” when the 
meter triggered prematurely. 

The Yemenite woman, an elderiy 
resident of the Nahlaot quarter, 
complained to the Ombudsman that 
she had paid her annual Arnona 
rates of 1188 to a municipal clerk 
who not only tore the appropriate 
coupons out of her rates book but 
also took the stubs which are sup- 
posed to serve as a receipt. She did 
mot realize the mistake until she 
received a dunning letter from the 
Municipality warning her that if 
she did not pay her tax. movable as- 
sets would be impounded from her 
home. 

After investigation, the Ombuds- 
man determined that on June 6, 
1971 the Municipality had received 
TL186 it could not account for. Mr. 
Kadar wrote the Municipal Trea- 
surer and his recommendation to 
accept the woman's story was ad- 
opted. 

The Arab resident who found his 
driveway blocked by barbed wire 
was a resident of Shuafat whose 
home bordered the site where an 
army camp was constructed. Mayor 
Teddy Kollek had visited the resi- 
dent’s home after the driveway was 


- blocked and promised that the fence 


would be moved. The resident wrote 
that the order was not carried out 
but Mr. Kadar replied that it had 
been, as he himself had seen. 


Court hears appeal on 
“who’s a cosmopolitan’ 


The Supreme Court was asked 
yesterday for a declaratory judg- 
ment to allow a man — registered 
as Jewish during his childhood — 
to change his classification to 
“cosmopolitan.” 

The applicant, Yeshaya Schick, 
who is secretary of the Alonei 
Yitzhak Youth Village, stated that 
when he arrived in Israel at the 
age of 11, his mother registered 
him as Jewish. But from the age 
of 16, he said, he has no longer 
felt himself Jewish, but ‘cosmo- 
Politan” 

Despite the fact that Mr, Schick 
had no difficulty in registering his 
two daughtersas having no “le’om” 
(national. affiliation), the Interior 
Ministry refused to change his own 
status. The Ministry argued that, 
once registered as Jewish, a citi- 
zen meeds a declaratory judgment 
from a court to have his status 
changed. The District Court refus-

Inferior concrete was uséd in a 
“substantial” percentage of Jeru-

The Comptroller called on the Mu- 
nicipal City Engineers Department 
to undertake the inspection of con- 
crete in all shelters andalso asked 
that engineers be made responsible 
for the quality of the concrete used 
in the buildings themselves. 

The Comptroller reserved ‘his 
sharpest criticism for the Engi- 
neer's Department.

Haifa budget approved 
after stormy session

HAIFA. — The Municipal executive 
yesterday steered its IL176m. budget 
proposal for 1973/1974 to safe ap- 
proval by the coalition majority. But 
the four-hour session was un- 
expectedly stormy, despite the boy- 
ceott of the session by the Gahal 
opposition. Criticism from the 
Labour faction itself was vocal, and 
from the three religious parties it 

was shrill. 

A week ago the Gahal faction 
leader protested to Mayor Flieman 
that the executive had already print- 
ed the entire budget, when the budget 
committee was still at work. This 
turned committee and counci) debates 
into a travesty of democratic pro- 
cedure. In addition a non-stop debate 
was set for elght in the morning 
when Council members (all voluz- 
teers) were at their own work, 
instead of in the afternoon. If the 
executive remained inconsiderate, 
the Gabal faction would stay away, 
he said, and it did.

Big expansion 
of vocational 
programmes 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

More then half of all high school 
pupils — 72,000 or 52 per cent — 
are today enrolled in vocational, 
agricultural or nautical schools. 
This compares with 31 per cent 
five years ago and only 20 per cent 
10 years ago, Education Minister 
Yigal Allon said yesterday. 

Mr. Allon was speaking at a 
ceremony at the new Labour Coun- 
ell ‘building in Jerusalem, marking 
the transfer from Tel Aviv to the 
Capital of the Amal administrative 
offices, Amal is the Histadrut’s net- 
work of 30 vocational high schools 
and apprenticeship centres, with 
11,500 pupils. 

The proportion of girls in Amal 
schools (40 per cent) is one of the 
highest in the world and constitutes 
8 great educational achievement, 
Mr. Allon said. 

Amal President Nathan Almoslino 
said that the last two schools of 
the network to hold out against 
girl pupils will open classes in home 
economics and dressmaking next 
year. In an effort to help drop-outs, 
Amal operates two special schools 
in Ramle and Petah Tikva which 
handle only pupils who do not fit 
into any other framework, he added.

In the Public Health De- 
partment, only two per cent of 
letters are not answeredin less than 
8 month and 73 per cent were 
answered within two weeks. 

The Comptroller reported that a 
number of Municipal departments 
had had their phones cut off dur- 
ing the year because of non-pay- 
ment of telephone bills. He noted 
that the Communications Ministry 
had agreed not to cut off Muni- 
cipality phones in the future and 
that arrangements had been made 
to speed up the payment of bills. 

Investigating charges of discrimi- 
nation from Sephardi parents who 
were unable to register their chil- 
dren in a certain school (not iden- 
tifled but Denmark), the 
Comptroller found that there had 
been some administrative mishand- 
ling but no discrimination. Of the 
120 new pupils in the school, he 
found, 44 per cent were of Sephardi 
origin, 14 per cent from Western 
countries, 23 per cent Israel-born 
and 19 per cent “mixed.” 

The Comptroiier estimated that 
there are hundreds of children who 
do not attend schoo! at all or attend 
irregularly. He called for better 
tracking of these truants. (He not- 
ed in a follow-up report that a 
decision was recently made to in- 
crease the number of attendance 
officers.)

Presi- 
demt Zulfikar All Bhutto yesterday 
intervened in Pakistan's latest 
constitution crisis with an offer of 
talks with the opposition — on 
condition they end their boycott of 
the National Assembly.

The move followed some of the 
worst scenes of violence seen in 
Fakistan when firing interrupted a 
public meeting called by the UDF 
in Rawalpindi on Friday. Nine men 
were killed and 65 were wounded.

NEW YORK (AP).— Fortune" 
magazine this week called the 
present and potential dangers in 
the huge accumulation of money 
by the petroleum exporting states 
“nightmarish” to the West and 
also to Middle East peace.

WARSAW (AP). — Soviet party 
secretary Leonid Brezhnev will visit 
Warsaw from April 25 to 28 for 
top-level talks with Polish Com- 
munist party chief Edward Gierek, 
informed sources said yesterday.

Five hundred persons took part 
in the demonstration which, accord- 
i to a JDL spokesman, was 
called to protest against recent So- 
viet attempts to ease the imposi- 
tion of the education tax on Rus- 
sian Jews seeking to emigrate to 
Israel. The protest called for the 
total elimination of the tax and 
freedom for imprisoned Russian 
Jews such as Sylva Zalmonson.

U.S. in trade talks 


AMSTERDAM (UPI). — European and American leaders said yes- 
terday that Europeans. must not press the United States so hard in 
trade and monetary talks that they risk 2 transatlantic breach. 


“Nato-Hurope must be aware of 
the political atmosphere in the U.S.," 
New York Governor Nelson Kocke- 
feller told a Europe-American con- 
ference. He said this atmosphere 
embodied a ‘‘trend toward isolation- 
ism" that is aggravated by the U.S. 
balance of payments deficits with 
Europe. 

Joseph Luns, Secretary-General of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation (Nato), warned “my fellow 
Europeans” that they would be 
“doubly foolish’ to ignore this isola- 
tionist factor. Otherwise, he said, 
the economic problems could lead 
to a U.S. military pullback that 
could only harm Europe. 

“Prosperity is not a substitute for 

security,” he said. Despite growing 
European wealth "nothing which has 
happened in Europe...has in any 
way reduced the vital importance 
to European defence of the might 
and power of the U.S." 
- Mr. Luns said he had “a clear 
note of warning to some of my fel- 
low Europeans" who will be nego- 
tiating with the U.S. in this year's 
major monetary and trade talks. 
These men, he said, must “approach 
these talks in a mood of comprom- 
ise and understanding, so as not to 
jeopardize the all-important Atlantic 
security link.” 

Europe cannot “claim or aim to 
be" the superpower which the U.S. 
Is, the Dutchman said. 

Mr. Rockefeller said governments 
today “cannot ignore the U.S. bal- 
ance of payments problem, because 
it exerts heavy domestic political 
pressure on the Amercian adminis- 
tration. A more equitable arrange- 
ment, which will solve the economic 
difficulty without injuring security, 
must be worked out.” 

The conference was perhaps the 
largest and most glittering gather- 
ing of Europeans and Americans 
ever brought together to study 
transatlantic problems. The domi- 
nant theme was the need to keep 
tensions from driving the Western 
allies apart. 

Jans Otto Krag, the former Dan- 
ish Prime Minister, told the meeting 
that “criticism of America's Vietnam 
policy, which I share, should not 
obscure...the fact that the U.S. 
and Europe are united by close and 
deep ties.”

a counter-attack. 

Military authorities have described 
the rebellion in the southern region, 


home of the Philippines's 3.5 million 
Moslem minority, as @ secessionist 
movement almed at establishing 4 
breakaway state. 

They said the uprising included 
“a handful of forelgn troops," and 
estimated the rebel force at between 
8,600 to 9,000 men. 

The authorities said some rebels 
were “foreign trained" and armed 
with an assortment of Belgian and 
English-mede automatic weapons, 
7.62 calibre guns, grenade launchers 
and World War IL weapons.

Meanwhile, in a report from Ben- 
ghazi, Libya, Tunis Afrique Presse 
said that the conference of Islamic 
foreign ministers will ask Pope 
Paul to intervene in favour of the 
Moslems allegedly being persecuted 
by the Philippine government. 

Opinion on the Philippine ques- 
tion has been split. Libya asked for 
a resolution calling on Mosiem 
nations to break off relations with 
Manila, while Tunlsia said that re- 
inforcing ties with the Philippine 
government would do more to ald 


Moslems there. 

On Sunday, a mutilated seven- 
year-old Filipino boy was carried 
into the hall where the ministers 
were meeting. to support the per 
secution allegations. 

Filipino envoy Yussef Abu Bakr 
was denying the accusations at 2 
meeting of the political committees 
of the Islamie conference when a 
Filipino woman, Mrs, Noura Log- 
Man, interrupted him with shouts 
of “liar, Har.” 

The boy, Hareth Saleh. who was 
with her, had a hound and an ear 
missing. They were alleged to have 
been cut off by Filipino soldiers in 
the southern Philippines, where his 
Parents were said to have heen kill- 
ed in the fighting. 

A Libyan delegate carried him 
Shoulder-high and Mrs. Logman. 
weeping hysterically. was removed 
from the hall.

‘Cuban diplomats gave U.K. details

LONDON. — aA Cuban diplomat 
fled from Britain to the U.S. and 
another recently was asked to leave 
Britain. Both cases were Linked to 
alleged exposure of pro-Soaviet spying 
activities, authorita diplomatic 
sources said yestert 

Gcvernment authorities confirmed 
the departure of the two diplomats, 
but maintained silence on the mo- 
tives. 

The Foreign Office said a Cuban 
diplomat, embassy second secretary 
Gerardo Peraza, left Britain at the 
end of 1971. The Cuban ambassador 
had reported him "missing." 

The other, first secretary Aris: 
tides Diaz Rovirosa, “left recently," 
the Foreign Office said vesterday. 

The London “Evening News" re- 


Peraza reportedly told security 
men before he left Britain that Cu- 
ban diplomats were having almost 
daily talks at the Russian embessy 
in London with intelligence bosses. 
Another of his claims was that 
South Americans — many of them 
Moscow-trained — had taken over 
as espionage supervisors of Warsaw 
pact diplomats. 

He Is reported to have sald the 
Cubans were achieving success be- 
cause they were less suspect In their 
dealings with British politicians and 
officiais than their East European 
counterparts.

creased security surveillance of the 
Cuban embassy resulted in the de- 
Parture from Britain recently of Srst 
secretary Revirosa. 

Rovirosa, who left about “four 
weeks ago, was said by diplomatic 
saurees to have been declared per- 
sona non grata, but the Foreign 
δῖος refused to confirm this. 

A spokesman at the Cuban em- 
bassy sald: “He was due to stay 
here but he had to return home be- 
cause cf domestic troubles. His 
wife's brother died.”

The High Court of Justice dis- 
charged an order nisi calling on 
the respondents to show cause why 
they should not rescind their de 
cision not toaccept the petitioners’ 
bid in response to thelr cali for 
tenders for building an -old-age 
home in Afula. 

The first respondent is an Otto- 
man Soctety founded for the pur- 
pose of putting up and running old- 
age homes in certain districts. 
The membership of the society is 
composed of representatives of 
local councils in the area, farmers 
living in the area and representa- 
tives of Kupat Holim and Malben. 
The main part of the Society's 
finances come from the Joint 
Distribution Committee and about 
10 per cent from the Local Councils. 

The Soclety called for tenders 
for the construction of an old-age 
Bbome in Afula, and despite the 
fact that the petitioners’ bid was 
the lowest, they gave the contract 
to a rival company. The petitioners 
thereupon petitioned the High Court 
of Justice, arguing that although 
the Society is not a statutory 
public ody, nevertheless it is 
composed mainly of representatives 
of local counctis who use the 
Society for the purpose of fulfill- 
ing 2 public function normally en- 
trusted to them, themselves, by law, 
and that this brought the Soci 
within the scope of section 7(b)}(2) 
of the Courts Law, 1957. 

The petitioners argued, alter- 
natively, that the High Court hed 
jurisdiction in the matter by virtue 
of section 7(2} of the Courts Law, 
as the matter did not come within 
the jurisdiction of any other court 
or tribunal. 

Section 7 of the Courts Law pro- 
vides that: “(a) The Supreme Court 
sitting as a High Court of Justice 
Shall deal with matters in which it 
deems it necessary to grant relief 
in the interests of justice and which 
are not within the jurisdiction of 
any other court. or tribunal. 
(Ὁ) Without prejudice to the ge- 
nerality of the provisions of sub- 
section (a) the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting as a High Court of Justice, 
shall! be competent... (2) to order 
State authorities, local authorities 
and officials of State authorities or 
local authorities, and such other 
bodies and individuals, as exercise 
any public functions by virtue of 
Jaw, to do or refrain from doing 
any act in the lawful exercise of 
their functions or, if they have 
been unlawfully elected or appoint- 
ed, to refrain from acting.” 

The High Court granted the peti- 
tioners an order nisi and on the 
return day Mr. G. Leshem appeared 
for the petitioners, Mr. I. Bergman, 
Mr. L Fuchs, Mr. Navat and Mr.

Pointing out at the 
outset that the first respondent was 
not established by the local authori- 
ties as such and did not exercise 
any functions on their behalf, he 
went on to hold that it did un- 
doubtedly fulfil 2 public function, 
but that it did not do so by virtue 
of any law. For although the func- 
tion it performed is amongst those 
functions which come within the 
Province of local councils by virtue 
of the Local Councils Rules (A), 
the fact is that the respondent did 
not exercise it on behalf of the 
local councils.

Justice Berinson then went on to 
consider the petitioners’ alternative 
argument that the High Court was 
entitled to deal with their com- 
plait in the Interests of justice, as 
it did not come within the juris- 
diction of any other court or tri- 
bunal. Section 7 (8) of the Courts 
Law, he pointed out, on which the 
petitioners had relied for this argu- 
ment, had opened the gates wide to 
additional relief from the High 
Court over and above the remedies 
provided for in section 7(bi. This 
additional relief, he held, is available, 
contrary to the petitioners’ con- 
tention, against bodies and indivi- 
duals who do not come within the 
definition of the bodies and Indivi- 
duals referred to in section 71b) 
(that is bodies and individuals who 
exercise a public function by vir- 
tue of law). In other words, he 
held, section 7(a) allows of the 
High Court's granting a petitioner 
relief against any body . any 
nature and any individual, whatever

Justice Kahn was of the opinion 
that there was no call in the pre- 
sent case to discuss the scope of 
the High Court's competence under 
section 7 of the Court Law, as once 
it was established that the first re- 
spondent was not a statutory body 
and was not operated or managed 
by bodies or individuais who exer- 
cise public functions by virtue of 
law, then those obligations and re- 
strictions by which governmental 
and local authorities are bound with 
respect to tenders do not apply to 
it. This in itself was sufficient to 
justify the discharging of the order 
nisi, even if section Tia) of the 
Courts Law did in fact empower the 
High Court to issue orders against 
bodies not defined in section 7b). 

In short, held Justice Kahn, aa 
the petitioners had shown no sub- 
stantive cause for receiving an 
order absolute, the question of the 
High Court's jurisdiction was trre- 
levant. 

The President concurred with 
Justice Berinson that the matter 
at issue di@ not come within the 
jurisdiction of the High Court by 
virtue of section Τί (3) of the 
Court Law; and concurred with 
Justice Kahn's observation that 
there was no call in the present 
case to consider the scope of the 
jurisdiction vested in the High 
Court by section 7fat in order to 
decide that even under this section 
the petitioners were not entitled to 
any relief.

THE reports of an Arab-Jewish 

spy ring that operated from 
Damascus and planned to bring 
down the Israel government 
by “revolutionary struggle” and 
assassinate prominent Israelis, 
ineluding Defence Minister Da- 
yan, have weighed heavily on the 
public mind since last December.
